Teaehers can keep up with the new 
materials being released by reading the feature, ^*New Material on the 
Market/' which appears each year in the Jourml of Reading and The 
Reading Tmcheri by writing publlshefa for aitnual catalogs; and by 
maintaining ftaquent contact with qolkagues who can share 
information on new books. It is extremely it^nporbint that teachers 
keep up. Doing so mil mean that student who don't read well will 
ha ve more appropriate books to read « Wa strongly believe that reading 
widely in books that are interesting and relatively easy ia one of the 
very best ways youngsteri can learti to read ^elL

EvaluatiDn These classics are g£ar^ to the \ovv average or lo^ 
atudent who is likely to esperienct* difilculty reading the original 
versions. As the difficulty ranges over four grade levels^ the specific 
readability for the individual classics needs to be considered. Since the 
adaptations have generally been accomplished by the omission of 
archaic language, descriptive passagesj and difficult vocabulary » 
these classics are not recommended for the study of an author's style 
or careful recording of customs or language. On the other hand, these 
books are certainly recornmended for conveying the storyi plot 
characters, and tone of the originals,

■ The Books Hiis let of five adventure books pr^santa readers mth a 
chance to create their own stories. Each Btovy begina with a one-page 
episode. At the end cf the intial episode, and each subseqiient one^page 
episoda, readers chooae from among three pQisibllitlei Uiat lead to the 
next episode^ After four such choices, the reader has completed a stoiy. 
For example, the took entitled Time Trip presente a young man 
traveling through time. As the beginningsoene fades BWBy, the reader 
has the choice of having the time traveler, Joe, see a tlyiiig liaard, a 
streak of lightning^, or a pyramid, If the reader chooses ^e pyramid 
episode, Joe beconiea en tang W in a flght with the Egjrptian slave 
masters. Just as a huge block of stone is about to crush Joe » his second 
visit in time begins, and the reader muit decide if Joe is to enter the 
episode In which ha holds a torch, the one in which he holds a 
shepherd*! crook, or the one in which he holds a sw^ord, 

The paperback books measure T* % \W and contain 48 pages with 
approximately 4,000 running words. Each of the possible stories runs 
5 pages or approxiniately 1,000 words. Full page color illustrations 
accompany each of the one-page episodes, l^e books use 10 point 
print. 

Brief comprehension exerciseg follow each of the possible stories. 
Questions at the end of each book focus on the main events of each 
episode. A creative writing exercise is the final activity, 

Evaluation While the idea of flexible, creative reading is appealingj 
the stories lack realisnrt, For e^Eample, in Time Tfipi the time traveler 
appears dressed like the people of the periods he visits and always 
finds himself in the middle of an extremely important historiea] event 
such as the discovery of America, the battle for the Alamo, or the 
assassination of Abraham Lincoln. On the positive side, the stories 
are action-packed, and the idea of reader involvement, creative, Some 
students will definitely enjoy these.

The Books The 22 books in this serieg constitute part of a program 
designed to provide primai^ and intermediate level readiiif instruc- 
tion for secondai^r students. Each book is an anthology of niDdern 
stories, playi, poems, biographies, and articlea grouped thamatically. 
In The Time h Now, the 12 selections are grouped under the headings 
"Turning Point/V/^Beyond P^^ and ^'Sport Is King.^' 'Tiiming 
Point'' containa biographies in which young characters niust make 
serious decisions about their lives. "Beyond Fear*' sketches situations 
in which great courage is needed to overcome obstaclea. Finally, 
"Sport Is King" presents short biographies of sporte herD€S. Many of 
the selections are adaptations of material already published; 

The books are softbound, measure 6" % , and use 11 point print 
Tliey range in leng^ from 75 to 200 pages, and range in ttumber of 
ninning words from approdmately 13,00)10 approximately 40,00). 
The books are generously illustrated with black and white dra^rtngs 
and photographs. 

Supplementary Material TTiirteen teaching guides are available, 
each covering a book or pair of books, Each guide contains an 
introduction to the series and a list of the word development skills 
covered. For each selection in the series, the teaching guide provides a 
aynopsis, a biography when appropriate, vocabulaty, diseuasion 
questions, skill development exarcises, and suggestions for writing 
activities. Reading skills activity books (sets of ditto masters) provide 
practice in the areas of phonic analysis, structural anslysis, and 
syllabication. 

Evaluation The various types of fiction and nonfiction, theyariaty 
of characters and setUngs* and the attractive photographs should 
appeal to a wide variety of secondary students. However, due to the 
series' relatively wide range of reading and interest levels, individual 
book selection should be guided by the teacher,

The Books Cars and drivere in coEnpetitivfi situations are the sub- 
ject mattar for the eight books in thia series. SmaBhup, for example, im 
the atory of a teenage boy who wantt 

car while speeding on city streets. EventuaJIy^, ha gets a chance to 
drive IB a race on a racetrack and discovers that there is more to good 
racing than just speeding. Although each book is complete in itself, 
the sanae teenage boys are retain^ as major characters throughout 
the series. 

Each of these hardbound books is approxiniately 6" x 8'^ in siie and 
100 pages in length, uses 8 point print, and con tains numerous three- 
tone drawings. Each book contains approrfmately 10,000 running 
words and between 300 and SOO different words. The basic v^abulary 
used is from Stone*s Revision of the Dale List ef 769 Easy Words. Both 
the number of words from that listandthe number of words not froin 
the list inorease in each successive volmne/ 

In addition to the text, each book contaiiis questions on each 
chapter and a complete list of the vocabulai^ uied in that book. 

Supplenientaty Material Suppleniente^ materials include a 
teacher's manual and two audiovisual kits, TThe teacher^s manual 
contains a rationale for the series; technical inio^ 
suggested skill activities; a bibliography of other appropriate books 
about racing; and background information, synopses, and exercise 
keys for each book. Each audio vleual kit contains read-along 
cassettes, coordinated filmstrips and records to be used as motivating 
devices, and a teaching guide for four of the books. 

Evaluation The introductoi^audioviaualnjaterialsand the action 
and suspense filled plots about racing should attract many teenage 
boys. Additionally, the carefully controlled and completely listed 
vocabulary makes the books convenient vehicles through which to 
introduce and reinforce vocabulary. Potential weaknesses include the 
rather stereotyped characterization and the sometimes moralistic 
tone.

The Bcoks TTiis gtriag containi tin booka dealing with the lives of 
young adultg living in the innercity. In Thm Long Haul, a recent high 
school grsdnftte, James, faces pressure ftrpm his dnig-dealing brother 
to forget about making it straight and join him in making fast money. 
Through the enoouragement of an in^rested doctor, James survivea 
both a cloie brush with the law and his brother's influence. 

The paperback booki in the seriel jneasure 5'' x 7*4^' and contain 
about 120 pages and approidmately 20,WO running words. The print 
is 12 point Black and white sketches appear ftequently Uiroughout 
the books. 

EvaluatioQ A possible value of this ieries lies in its providing 
treatments of the problems young adulta may encounter in the 
innercity. Some innercity students may ba particularly attracted by 
the issues dealt with in the series* such as family conflicts, drugs, and 
unemployment. Also, the occasional mm of black dialect may prove 
motivational for some of these atudenta. On the other hand, other 
innercity students may react negatively to the stereotyping of 
innercity life, and the dialect and the content of the series may present 
some difffculty for studenta unfamiliar wth innercity life.

In addition, the selections are well written, 
providing memorable characters in gripping, fandful, and realistic 
situations.

The anthologies are made up of adapted fiction and nonfiction 
on a variety of topics, Explore^ for ejcample, contains a tale about 
eoyotee, a biographiQal piece about Yogi Berraj a stor^ about a 
conBcientious objector, a war stoiy, and a sea story, EyebrowBei the 
picture reader, focuses on subjects that can be vividly pictured,

The books are paperbacks,' 5" x 8'', and average approximately lOO 
pages. The novelettes and anthologies contain about 10,000 running 
words and employ 10 point print.

The longth and difficulty of the books increaies gradually over the 
aeries.

The intermediate readers provide 
from 800-1,600 running words, and the more advanced readers provide 
from 11600-2*000 running words, 

Evaluation The wide range of readability in this sea adventure 
series provides appropriate reading for niany junior high remedial 
readera, However, weak and unimaginative plots on the lower levels 
and the large 14 point print may discourage some students. On the 
other hand, the higher levels, beginning with The Smugghr's Island ^ 
provide relatively cornplex and eKciting plots that should invite free 
reading.
